As  an  Irishman,  I (eel  my  l. be.  ties  interwo- 
ven,  and  the  lu.idest  alfectious  ot  my  heart, 
as  il  were,  enrtbred  with  those  of  my  Catho- 
lic countrymen,  anti  as  a prolestant,  convinced 
of  the  purity  of  my  own  faith,  why  should  { 
not  rather  make  converts  to  il  by  reason  than 
hy  lorce,  or  fraud,  or  bribery  ! No  : I surren- 
der here  tlic  accidental  contingencies  of  my 
birth,  and  spurn  with  a proud  contempt,  all 
the  odious,  cruel,  and  degrading  advantages 
Willi  which  an  illiberal  monopoly  would  in- 
vest me.  I will  not  condescend  to  receive 
any  civil  donation  for  iiy  duty  to  God  : nor 
will  1 step  with  a blasphemous  intrusion  be- 
tween man  and  his  Maker.  1 took  oil  it  as  s 
criminal  and  accursed  sacrilege,  tn  rob  even 
11  bcflffar  of  the  motive  lor  bis  devotion,  and 
1 consider  it  an  insult  to  my  creed  to  offer  me 
a civil  boon  for  its  profession.  The  hope  of 
temporal  preferment  is  hut  a bad  prop  to  the 
interest  of  eternity.  The  bill  passing  as  it  is 
proposed,  will,  m rr.y  mir.d,  strike  a vital 
blow— not  at  this  sect  nor  at  that  sect— but  at 
the  very  heart  ol  Christianity  itself For  I 
hold  it  an  axiom,  that  the  incestuous  connex- 
ion between  your  church  and  the  stale  which 
u is  intended  to  establish,  would  do  more 
mischief  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  than  all  the 
1 infidelity  since  the  crucifixion.  1 lie  sublime 
Disposer  ot  the  Christian  creed  uevernieaut 
it  to  be  tile  channel  of  a courtly  inffueuce,  or 
the  source  of  a corrupt  ascendency.  He  sent 
il  among  us  lo  hc-al,  not  to  irritate — lo  associ- 
ate, not  to  seclude— to  collect  together  like 
the  Baptismal  dove,  every  creed  and  every 
clime  and  color  m the  universe,  beneath  the 
spotless  wing  of  its  protection.  This  union 
of  church  and  state  only  Converts  good  Chris- 
tians into  bad  statesmen,  and  political  knaves 
mi-,  pretended  Christians.  It  is  at  least  but 
a Ibul  anil  adulterous  connexion,  polluting 
the  purity  ot  Heaven  with  the  abominations 
ol  earth,  and  hanging  the  profaneness  of  a 
political  piety  around  the  cross  of  an  insulted 
baviour.  Not  all  tliesplendnl  deisms  of  Rous- 
seau— not  alt  the  infidel ribaldry  of  Voltaire 
— not  all  the  stubborn  impiety  of  I’aine — not 
all  the  tbe  blood-courcrted  blasphemy  of  Ma- 
homet.—

He  will  hand  them 
over  tj  lord  lieutenants  of  counties,  justices 
oi  the  peace  and  oilier  persons,  who  for  the 
purpose  of  vexing  and  turning  into  Jcrision 
this  miserable  people,  will  pick  out  the  Worst 
and  most  obiko&ious  they  can  find  among  the 
clergy  to  govern  the  rest.  Whoever  is  com

X«elter  from  Fouche  to  the  Duke  ol 
"Wellington. 

This  letter  appears  in  the  Bremin  Gazette 
Of  the  7th  to  . the  12th  of  August.  It  is  too 
Ions:  to  appear  in  the  Compiler  ; but  it  ue- 
mantis  notice.  We  shall  give  a sketch,  leaving 
jt  to  such  as  are  curious  to  seek  tne  whole  in 

larger  papers.  , , . - „ 

It  is  from  the  pen  of  Fouche,  duke  of  Otran- 
to—one  of  those  few  politicians  who  had  wea- 
thered every  storm  ot  the  revolution,  lie 
was  Bonaparte’s  Minister  ol  Police  i the  Pre 
Bident  of  Hie  Provisional  Government  beiore 
the  last  return  of  the  Bourbons  ; under  them 
he  again  succeeded  to  the  Police  ; but  finally 
the  storm  became  too  much  for  him.  He  re- 
tired  from  office  ; the  king  caused  an ^ambas- 
sador's place  to  be  offered  to  h , m He  gave 

Saxony  the  preference.  And  it  is  at  Dresden 
he  now  lives.  It  is  from  Dresden  he  writes 
the  singular  letter,  which  torms  the  subject 

of  these  remarks.  . 

The  stamp  ot  genius  ts  impressed  upon 
this  letter.  It  is  a master  of  style  who  writes 
jt— The  eloquence  is  lei ae -and  easy  like  that 
of  Kosseavi— the  most  eloquent  man  that  ever 
wrote  His  pictures  are  as  striking,  as  Ins 
■style  is  alluring— With  all  there  is  a tone  o! 
sentiment,  which  soars  to  the  highest  pitch. 
It  is  lor  others  to  say,  whether  his  views  are 
iust  his  facts  authentic  ; but  it  men  be  coil, 
tessed  that  the  art  with  which  he  brings  them 

out  and  arrays  them  in  his  defence  is  that  of  a 

^It^  indeed  to  defend  himself,  that  he  ad 
dresses  the  duke,  and  through  him  the  public. 
He  appears  at  the  bar  with  an  el  quence  which 
ravishes  his  hcarers-to  raise  Ins  voice  in  the 
defence  of  a reputation,  that  is  assailed  Irom 
so  many  quarters.  If  his  defence  do  not  con- 
Vince,  it  must  delight  all-lie  may  leave  the 
bar  still  suspected,  or  a criminal  ; but  no  one 
canilcny,  that  Fouche  is  otic  of  the  most  pow- 
erful pleaders  that  ever  was  beiore  a pnb.ic 
tribunal.  This  letter  is  not  all  that  he  means 
to  give  us.  It  is  but  a prelude  to  a larger  me- 
moir, on  which  lie  is  now  at  work-in  which  he 
means  to  “ explain  that  revolution  by  which 
France  was  changed  from  an  ancient  monatchy 

into  a republic,  became  then  tne  empire  ot 

Napoleon,  and  then  the  kingdom  of  the  Boar- 
boils’’— “ Hut  time  fiu-s,  and  1 know  not  whi- 
ther things  may  nit  have  changed  before  my 
memoir  is  ready.  Meanwhile  1 will  comply  with 
the  withes  of  those  who  urgently  desire  that  I 
M ould  enlighten  public  opinion  upon  relations 
winch  are  personal  towards  me  and  which  have 
been  strangely  disfigured  ” 

It  is  this  defence  which  is  now  beiore  us.  I

Acuities  which  he  had  to  encounter  ! but  does 
not  satisfy  us  that  he  took  the  best  course. 
HdW  many  facts  does  he  skip  over!  W list  a 
want  of  speficication  in  Ins  statement  In 
the  general,  the  difficulties  he  had  Vo  meet 
Were  of  a fiPitrun tic  character. 

H»  was  President  of  the  French  govern, 
ment  when  the  armies  of  the  allied  power.  ( 
were  advancing  against  Paris.  Ttapoleon  had  . 
abdicated  ; but  he  was  still  at  Hie  F-lysee, 
willing  to  act  as  the  general  of  the  French  ar- 
mies F .uche  confesses  that  he  vehemently 
opposed  the  scheme  ; that  there  were  eleven 
hundred  thousa  cl  bayonet**  then  against  lum, 
and  not  m ire  than  one  hundred  thousand  to 
oppose  them  Napoleon  u as  therefore  invited 
to  save  France  from  useless  bloou-slied,  and 

retire  to  the  United  States 

It  was  impossible  to  take  a part  which  would 
fil-ase  all  parties  France  was  split  by  vary- 
ing opinions.  Must  ol  the  French  people 
were  opposed  to  the  Bouroons,  because  they 
feared  that  every  tiling  which  had  been  done 
would  be  broken  up,  aud  re-action  and  ven- 
geance be  the  order  of  the  day.  But  who  Was 
to  take  the  sceptre  ! Some  were  to  form  a te 
gency “ hut  a regency  that  would  have  go- 

verned in  the  name  ol  the  wife  in  d son  of  Na- 
poleon would  have  given  too  much  credit  to 
ahe  idea  that  Napoleon  himself  governed  — 
Some  were  for  the  Duke  ot  O' leans. 

Fouche  justifies  himself  against  the  charge 
of  taming  the  spirit  of  the  army— but  what 
could  they  have  done  against  such  a dispro- 
portion of  force  * why  ri.kthe  flower  ot  the 
army,  and  expose  'he  c*piul  to  be  sacked,  by 
a fruitless  opposition  ?— Necessity  had  mark- 
ed out  his  coui  se.  The  opinions  of  the  French 
were  not  consulted— “ Wherever  the  foreign 
nrmieswere  Loum  whs  proclaimed.”  The  ni- 
cies said,  tic  jttbeo,  tic  n 'do.  The  voice  of  the 
the  people  was  silenced.  Louis  re-ascended 
the  throne. 

What  then  was  Fouche  to  do  ! He  accepted 
the  • flier  which  he  had  once  wielded— lie  as- 
sumed the  Minittry  of  PoHct—Vot  what  rea- 
*on  ? Not  because  it  had  any  cl, arms  for  him 
—he  was  too  well  known  to  seek  such  a dis- 
tinction—it  l.ad  m o-eover  great  dangers  at 
Btice  an  epoch.  We  give  his  own  words  : 
«•  when  people  saw  me  accept  of  the  Ministry 
they  migli*  have  belitved  I intended  to  illus- 
trate mv  death,  as  1 had  honored  my  life." 

But  lie  accepted  it,  topreventre-action,  and 
to  give  him  an  opportunity  of  instilling  his 
ideas  of  moderation  into  the  new  reign 
These  ideas,  he  says,  he  never  ceased  to  re- 
peat  At  Ins  first  conference  with  Lord  Wel- 
lington, he  dwelt  upon  the  necessity  of  for- 
getting what  had  passed ; that  many  had 
been  betrayed  by  tlie  spirit  of  the  times,  ra- 
ther than  their  own  r ason  i that  they  were 
burned  on  by  the  storm  which  raged,  rather 
than  having  contributed  ro  raise  it.  These 
views  obtained  Lord  Wellington’*  approba- 
tion. 

On  the  next  day  he  used  the  same  language 
to  the  king,  and  “delivered  him  a letter  in 
■which  I said  to  him  with  frankness  whatever 
Beemcd  to  me  most  calculated  to  gain  him  all 
fcearls,  to  unite  all  parties,  and  to  bring  us  in- 
to unison  with  the  principles  and  w ishes  of 
the  Monarch;  My  open  language  seemed  to 
to  make  an  impression  on  the  king  ” 

He  justifies  himself  particularly  for  accept- 
ing an  office  under  the  kiig.  Many,  he  says, 
bad  come  back  with  prejudice  and  persecution 
in  their  hearts  ; “ was  it  not  my  most  sacred 
duty  to  meet  these  doubts  and  endeavor  to 
dispel  them  ! Was  it  carrying  simplicity  too 
far,  when  1 hoped  that,  by  spreading  a light 
over  all  objects,  I should  soften  hostile  sem  i- 
ments  ; moderate  the  opinions  even  of  the 
most  violent  men  ; sudue  every  one  to  duty  ; 
to  prevent  re-action  ? 

He  denies  that,  in  this  capacity,  he  became 
‘the  servile  tool  of  the  king  ; he  denies  that 

it  was  a crime  in  him  to  have  once  served  Na- 


poleon, whom  lie  had  always  tried  to  enlighten 
as  to  Ins  duty  towards  France,  lit  denies 
that  it  was  any  crime  to  have  disclosed  to  him 
the  real  state  of  the  hearts  of  the  people — 
which  flattery  alone  cculd  have  disguised 
from  him. 

He  lays  great  stress  upon  the  necessity  of 
toleration  and  pardon  ; these  duties  which 
the  capitulation  of  Paris  enjoined,  and  the  sit- 
uation of  the  king  so  strongly  recommended, 
lie  contends  that  he  exercised  a proper  de- 
gree of  severity  in  the  ministry  of  police;

« In  the  interior,  every  trace  of  discord  and 
disunion  seemed  to  be  forgotten.  Such  vari- 
ous, such  complicated  interests  seemed  to  be 
reconciled  : all  parties  lived  peaceably  togeth- 
er. The  several  religious  persuasions  shared 
temples  and  attars  with  each  other.  Who  did 
not  seek  the  favor  of  a look  from  Napoleon  f 
Those  who  then  bowed  themselves  the  lowest 
in  the  dust  before  him,  confessed- the  least. 

Abroad,  Napoleon  had  ended  the  war  in  the 
first  battles  : all  the  sovereigns  desired  to 
live  in  peace  with  him.  In  the  case  of  hos- 
tilities, the  love  of  glory  would  have  united 
the  whole  French  youth  under  the  standard 
and  laurels— the  youth  who  had  learned  to 
consider  heroism  as  a want  and  enjoyment. 

“ The  fate  of  Napoleon  was  too  rich  in  won- 
ders to  excite  our  astonishment,  that  people 
who  were  more  capable  of  admiring  than 
judging  should  believe  that  the  cause  of  them 
lay  beyond  the  earth.  His  empire  assumed 
the  appearance  of  duration,  and  almost  the 
properties  of  that  sacred  character,  which 
time  impresses  upon  the  works  over  which  it 
passes  in  its  career.  All  this  power,  which 
seemed  to  be  eternal,  has  destroyed  itself  in 
the  excess  ofliis  ambition  ; the  hope  and  the 
fear  of  seeing  it  revive,  followed  him  to  the 
island  of  Elba  ; all,  my  lord,  is  forever  sunk, 
and  sunk  on  the  field  of  Waterloo. 

“ One  thing  goes  before  all — honesty  ; he 
who  in  tlie  days  of  his  greatness  was  the  arbi- 

Iter  of  Europe,  saw,  when  he  made  a sport  of 
his  own  pledged  word,  when  lie  wanted  to 
[make  this  sport  the  peiogative  of  his  throne.

Ry  virtue  of  the  powers  and  instructions 
given  to  me  by  the  Mexican  congress.  I order 
end  ciimmandi  that  until  the  said  congress 
rhall  sanction  a form  of  government  mure  con- 
ducive .0  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  this 
province  of  Texas,  the  following  articles  rela- 
tive t»  the  establishment  of  Matagorda  and 
Galveston,  shall  be  observed.— 'I'heconstitu- 
tional  decree  respecting  settlements  and  vil- 
lages in  the  rest  of  the  province,  remaining  in 
full  force  : 

1 . There  shall  be  s civil  and  military  go- 
vernor,  who  shall  discharge  his  functions  a- 
greeably  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  enacted 
Lv  the  Republic,  ami  ahall  obey  tlie  supreme 
executive  power  of  the  nation  : there  shall 
likewise  be  a secretary  to  certify  the  acts  of 
the  governor. 

2.  There  shall  be  a collector  of  the  revenue 
and  a treasurer,  subordinate  to  the  governor, 
who  shall  obey  the  acts  and  decrees  of  the 
congress;  the  governor  shall  appoint  the  un- 
der officers  necessary  to  the  due  administra- 
tion of  the  treasurer’s  office.

5.  There  shall  be  a superior  judge  with  his 
clerk— this  judge  shall  take  cognizance  of 
cases  of  appeal  as  well  from  the  internal  tribu- 
nal of  justice,  as  from  the  court  of  admiralty  ; 
his  jurisdiction  shall  also  extend  to  all  sums 
above  the  one  mentioned  in  the  preceding  ar. 
tide,  and  to  criminal  cases  where  the  punish- 
ment may  exceed  imprisonment,  observing 
the  198th  article  of  the  constitution,  relative 
To  sentences  ot  death  and  banishment;  there 
shall  bean  appeal  from  this  court  to  the  su- 
preme tribunal,  according  to  the  rules  pre- 
scribed by  the  laws  of  the  republic.
